It is worthy of note that Vilensky after having disposed 


of his pistol in November, 1932, continued to operate the 


Centurion Printing Co. This would indicate that the mere 


possession of a pistol is not at all necessary to him and 


that if he is granted permission to purchase another the 
possibilities are that he may sell it to some individual who 


is unable to secure one through above board methods.
